To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committees 
of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Chertsey  and  Walton  and  Weybridge 
and  the  Rural  District  of  Bagshot. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1944. 

Certain  restrictions  previously  imposed  on  the  grounds  of 
national  security  against  the  publication  of  population  figures  or 
activities  in  connection  with  war  time  industrial  undertakings  and 
water  and  sewerage  schemes  have  now  been  removed. 

From  the  vital  statistics  will  be  seen  the  continued  natural 
increase  in  the  population,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  being 
most  marked  in  the  Chertsey  district. 

The  very  satisfactory  low  infant  and  maternal  mortality  rates 
commented  on  for  the  years  1942  and  1943  have  been  maintained. 

In  the  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  some  decrease 
will  be  observed  in  Walton  and  Weybridge  from  the  rise  noted  in 
1943.  As  mass  miniature  radiography  schemes  administered  by 
the  County  Council  become  available  in  these  areas  one  may  expect 
the  number  of  notifications  to  increase  as  by  such  improved  methods 
of  diagnosis  the  disease  will  be  revealed  at  an  earlier  stage. 

The  very  low  incidence  of  Diphtheria  and  the  absence  of 
death  is  noteworthy  in  relation  to  the  general  public’s  response 
towards  propaganda  work  and  their  general  awareness  of  the  need 
for  immunisation.  It  is  advisable  that  this  be  done  as  soon  as 
possible  after  six  months  of  age  is  reached  and  essential  to  con- 
centrate especially  on  the  age  group  six  to  twelve  months. 

In  1943  at  the  request  of  the  Government  consultation  between 
the  Local  Authority  and  all  connected  with  the  milk  trade  led  to 
the  formation  of  a scheme  in  areas  where  milk  rationalisation  was 
in  force  to  exclude  the  sale  of  that  product  unless  it  be  cither 
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Tuberculin  Tested  or  Accredited  from  a single  herd,  heat  treated 
or  pasteurised.  Such  proposals  never  became  operative  but  at 
least  opportunities  were  available  both  nationally  and  locally  or 
the  ])urpose  of  drawing  attention  to  the  general  unsatisfactory 
state  of  milk  as  regards  its  cleanliness  and  more  especially  its  purity. 
One  has  no  desire  to  sec  the  installation  of  small  and  often  unsat- 
isfactory heat  treatment  units  for  milk  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
when  machinery  and  labour  becomes  available  this  problem  will 
receive  the  attention  it  deserves.  Ihe  efficient  pasteurisation  of  all 
milk  requires  the  establishment  of  up-to-date  plant,  constant  super- 
vision and  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  laboratory  responsible 
for  examining  not  only  the  finished  product  but  the  milk  bcfoie 
treatment  and  indeed  from  its  source  of  origin.  I am  indebted  to 
the  help  which  has  been  forthcoming  from  the  National  Milk  Test- 
ing and  Advisory  Institute,  Reading,  and  the  South  Eastern  Pro- 
vincial Advisory  Bacteriologist  on  matters  requiring  the  bacterio- 
logical control,  especially  of  pasteurised  milk  in  these  areas. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  has  also  been  spent  on  the 
examination  of  shallow  well  water  supplies  in  the  Chertsey  and 
Bagshot  District  Councils’  areas,  the  results  of  which  appear  later 
in  the  Report.  From  over  fifty  samples  taken  in  areas  where  no 
main  drainage  schemes  exist  the  results  after  bacteriological  analysis 
have  been  as  follows  in  forty-five  instances;  “This  water  is  ver}^' 
grossly  contaminated  and  quite  unfit  for  human  consumption.’’ 
In  the  majority  of  these  cases  the  main  supply  is  available  from  the 
adjoining  road  and  attempts  have  been  made  to  secure  the  co- 
operation of  the  owners  in  making  the  necessary  connections  with- 
out recourse  to  statutory  proceedings.  These  have  been  required, 
however,  on  several  occasions.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
the  Bagshot  Council  have  very  wisely  approved  the  extension  of  a 
piped  supply  to  most  of  its  needy  areas  so  that  the  availability  of 
pure  water  to  practically  all  the  inhabitants  will  depend  on  the 
interpretation  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  the  degree  of 
priority  which  the  South  West  Suburban  and  Woking  Water  Com- 
panies can  give  to  the  constructional  work. 

Mains  extensions  were  carried  out  in  Stonehills  Road  area 
of  Chtrtsey  duiiug  1940  so  that  here  again  the  majority  of  properties 
have  a pure  supply  av.ailable  within  a reasonable  distance. 

The  effective  application  of  Section  137  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936  on  the  subject  of  water  supply  to  new  houses  whereby 
Local  Authorities  have  i^ower  to  reject  any  necessary  plans  deposi- 
ted in  accordance  with  Building  Byelaws  unless  the  supply  of 
wholesome  water  is  provided  might  appropriately  be  mentioned. 
In  other  words  a bacteriological  report  is  required  to  avoid  the 
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many  repercussions  which  undoubtedly  follow  the  detection  of  im- 
pure sources,  in  the  absence  of  a main  supply. 

In  view  of  the  very  necessary  erection  of  as  many  houses  as 
possible  within  the  near  future  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  building 
enterprise  will  not  be  allowed  to  outstrip  the  provision  in  logical 
order  of  main  water  and  main  drainage  schemes. 

The  valuable  work  of  the  British  Red  Cross  and  St.  John 
Detachments  in  connection  with  Scabies  and  Lice  continues  and 
in  view  of  the  closure  of  the  First  Aid  Posts,  the  Cleansing  Stations 
should  be  preserved  in  my  opinion  by  all  methods  possible  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  these  very  necessary  treatments,  especially 
in  cases  where  no  facilities  exist  in  private  dwelling  houses. 

1 would  wish  to  acknowledge  the  very  excellent  work  perfomed 
by  members  of  the  W.V.S.  in  all  areas.  Especially  has  their  trans- 
port service  scheme  been  of  the  greatest  beneht  tor  journeys  of  a 
medical  nature  enabling  many  persons  to  attend  clinics  or  hospitals 
for  treatment  which  they  would  otherwise  have  been  unable  to 
obtain.  Their  services  have  also  been  of  very  -real  value  for  the 
purpose  of  conveying  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens 
from  these  districts  to  the  Epsom  Public  Health  and  Botle3/s 
Laboratories  respectively. 

The  Government  slaughterhouses  in  Walton  and  Chertsey 
continue  to  demand  the  presence  of  an  officer  from  each  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Department  in  almost  a whole-time  capacity  and  as  in 
previous  years  a considerable  proportion  of  meat  passes  for  con- 
sumption to  adjoining  areas. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  Chertsey  the  total  weight  of  meat  con- 
demned for  the  year  1944  was  over  thirty-eight  tons,  almost  three 
times  as  much  as  for  the  year  1942  and  twice  that  for  1943.  The 
amount  of  inspection  required  to  arrive  at  such  decisions  will  readily 
be  appreciated,  as  will  also  the  veterinary  problems  when  one  con- 
siders that  Bovine  Tuberculosis  is  responsible  for  the  vast  majority 
of  this  food  loss. 

Many  of  the  matters  brought  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  notice 
in  the  nature  of  sanitary  defects  admit  of  no  remedy  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  materials  and  labour,  and  their  work  has  rightly  and 
wholeheartedly  been  directed  towards  such  essential  sanitary  and 
Public  Health  tasks  as  are  likely  to  bear  results. 

It  is  with  very  deep  feeling  that  I have  to  record  the  death  (in 
February,  1945)  of  Mr.  V.  Marsden,  Cleansing  Officer  and  Officer 
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in  charge  of  salvage  for  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  U.D.C.,  whose 
reports  have  always  appeared  in  this  publication.  A very  great 
loss  has  been  sustained  by  the  Authority  and  the  community,  and 
his  relations  with  the  Public  Health  Department  were  always  most 
complete,  helpful  and  co-operative. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  great  appreciation  to  all 
Officers  and  Members  of  the  Councils,  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
his  staff,  and  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  districts  for  their 
assistance  and  co-operation.

(i)  Water.  Samples  of  water  as  supplied  by  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company,  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bac- 
teriological examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal,  and  Sciver. 
These  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District  of 
Chertsey,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Walton  and  Weybridge.

(2)  Milk.  Samples  of  milk  are  submitted  to  the  Epsom  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.

(3)  Infectious  Disease.  Bacteriological  examinations  of 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  examined 
by  the  Epsom  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  following  hgures 
show  the  results  of  such  examinations.

Fourteen  specimens  of  sputum  examined.  Two  positive  for 
tubercle  bacilli. 

Thirty  nose  and  throat  swabs  examined.  All  gave  a negative 
result  for  diphtheria  bacilli. 

During  the  year  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Minis- 
try of  Health  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Epsom, 
whereby  an  annual  sum  is  paid  to  them  for  all  bacteriological  work, 
and  especially  that  of  an  infectous  nature,  submitted  This  may  be 
from  hospitals  and  private  medical  practitioners,  but  also  includes 
the  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  water. 

The  adjacency  of  a pathological  laboratory  under  the  Emer- 
gency Medical  Services  Scheme  at  Epsom  facilitates  also  work  re- 
quired mainly  by  the  voluntary  hospitals,  and  frequently  transport 
arrangements  cover  both  requirements. 

Specimens  are  now  examined  with  some  rapidity  and  the  advan- 
tages of  any  scheme  which  brings  the  resources  of  a laboratory 
nearer  to  the  District  Council’s  Public  Health  Department  are  many

It  will  be  noted  that  the  figures  for  the  ammonias  are  high,  a not 
infreeiuent  finding  in  filtered  and  chlorinated  river  water.  The 
majority  of  bacteriological  examinations  show  the  absence  of  B.CoH 
from  100  C.C.,  which  results  indicate  a high  degree  of  purity. 
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Samples  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company  to  the  Chrrtsey  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
adjoining  district  of  Walton  and  Weybridge  are  taken  monthly 
at  different  points  and  analysed  both  chemically  and  bacterio- 
logically.  These  results  are  reported  monthly  to  the  respective 
councils.  The  results  of  analysis  show  that  a satisfactory 
standard  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  Water  Engineer  of  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company,  reports  are  exchanged  monthly  and 
so  a fortnightly  check  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemicsu 
condition  of  the  supply  is  available. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  shallow  wells 
in  the  Woodham  Park  Road,  Lyne  and  Stonehills  Road  areas. 
With  two  exceptions  all  have  been  reported  on  unsatisfactorily  and 
a typical  bacteriological  report  reads  as  follows  ; 

“Plate  Count.  Ycastral  Agar  8 days  22° Q aerobically:  650  per  c.c. 
Plate  Count.  Yeastral  Agar  8 days  87°C  aerobically  ; 810  per  c.c. 
Probable  number  of  coliform  bacillli,  MacConkey  8 days,  87 °C  : 

1 ,600  per  100  c.c. 

Remarks  : This  water  is  grossly  contaminated  and  unfit  for  human 
consumption.” 

In  almost  all  these  instances  main  water  is  available  within  a 
reasonable  distance  from  the  adjoining  road  and  the  absence  of 
main  drainage  in  these  areas  undoubtedly  contributes  to  the  results 
as  shown. 

During  1940  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company  completed  a mains 
extension  of  8,880  yards  in  Stonehills  Road,  thereby  bringing  a 
pure  water  supply  within  reasonable  distance  of  practically  all  the 
inhabitants.  A certain  number  of  connections  have  now  been 
secured  by  informal  approach  to  the  owners.  In  other  cases  it  has 
been  necessary  to  proceed  on  statutory  lines. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  : — 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  W.  V.  Davies,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  details  of  the  work  which  has  been 
carried  out  during  19 14 

In  March,  1944,  the  Council  received  a report  from  Messrs. 
John  Taylor  & Sons,  Consulting  Civil  Engineers,  on  the  works 
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necessary  to  provide  adequate  treatment  of  the  sewage  and  effective 
disposal  of  the  sludge  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  main  recommendations  were  with  respect  to  sludge  diges- 
tion, drying  and  utilisation  for  sale  as  a fertiliser,  and  the  estimated 
api)roximate  cost  was  given  as  £80,000. 

After  consideration  by  a special  Joint  Sub-Committee,  the  Council 
resolved  in  September  that  it  appears  im])erati\'e  that  works  of  the 
nature  advised  by  the  Consultants  should  be  undertaken  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe  at 
which  the  necessary  labour  and  materials  can  be  made  available. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  with  a view  to  ascertaining  whether  the 
Ministry  of  Health  are  likely  to  consider  the  need  for  such  works 
to  be  of  urgency,  the  proposals  outlined  in  the  Consultants  report 
be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  examination.”

The  work  of  disinfestation  of  Council  Houses  is  earned 
out  by  the  Tublic  Health  Department.  The  treatment  consists 
of  fumigation  by  Cimex  blocks  and  spraying  with  Zaldecide. 
Picture  rails,  skirting  boards  and  other  movable  woodwork 
are  usually  taken  down  before  treatment. 

In  the  case  of  privately  owned  houses,  arrangements  are 
usually  made  with  a contractor  who  carries  out  the  necessary 
work  at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  The  Council  do  not  supply 
materials  but  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  always  prepared  to 
advise  and  if  necessary  supervise  the  work. 

Before  transfer  to  Council  Houses,  the  belongings  of  ten- 
ants are  inspected.  If  there  is  reason  to  suspect  infestation, 
spraying  with  Zaldecide  is  carried  out. 


SCHOOLS. 

There  are  nine  elementary  schools,  one  secondary  school, 
and  four  private  schools  within  the  district.  All  obtain  their 
drinking  water  from  the  main  supply  of  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company. 

All  schools  have  main  drainage  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  elementary  school  in  Lyne  in  the  rural  area  of  this 
district. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  at  certain  of  the  Church  of  England 
schools  are  insufficient  for  the  number  of  children  attending.

Unsatisfactory  samples  have  been  obtained  in  respect  of  the 
Plate  Count,  which  is  invariably  of  a high  order.  The  Phosphatase 
Test  indicating  adequate  heat  treatment  of  the  milk,  however,  has 
always  been  satisfactory. 


Three  unsatisfactory  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  from 
Tuberculin  Tested  supplies  in  respect  of  the  Coliform  Count  and 
Methylene  Blue  Tests. 


Of  Accredited  samples  two  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed  bac- 
teriological standard  for  that  milk  in  respect  of  the  Methylene  Blue 
and  Coliform  Count  Tests. 


From  six  samples  of  undesignated  milk  Coliform  Bacilli  were 
present  in  four  dilutions  of  1/TOOml.  but  the  Plate  Counts  were  of 
a lower  order  than  for  the  year  1943. 


No  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  “High  Temperature 
Short  Time’’  pasteurisation  as  a result  of  the  Milk  (Special  Desig- 
nations) Regulations,  1941,  which  permitted  Local  Authorities  to 
licence  alternative  types  of  pasteurisation  plants. 
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(b)  Meat  : — 

There  is  one  Government  Slaughter  house  situate  at  Mead  Lane 
Chertsey,  to  which  170  visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  the 
purpose  of  examination  of  carcases  and  offals. 

The  total  weight  of  meat,  etc.,  condemned  was  86,7351bs.  This 
figure  includes  60  carcases  and  25  parts  of  other  carcases  affected 
with  Tuberculosis.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever: — 

Fifty-eight  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  with 
this  diagnosis.  The  majority  were  in  school  children. 

It  was  necessary  to  ask  General  Practitioners  to  arrange  for  home 
nursing  of  cases  where  suitable  conditions  existed  during  certain 
periods  in  each  year  owing  to  the  demand  upon  cubicle  beds  at  the 
Hospital. 

Anti-Scarlatinal  serum  is  made  available  for  all  such  cases  treated 
but  usually  the  use  of  Sulphonamides  was  favoured. 


There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year.

During  the  year,  therefore,  fifty-seven  children  of  pre-school 
and  one  hundred  and  sixteen  of  school  age  were  immunised. 

The  above  figures  represent  complete  courses  of  immunisation. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  a certain  number  of  children  do  not  attend 
for  second  injections  and  these  can  only  be  regarded  as  partially 
immunised. 

In  addition  to  the  figures  given  above  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  were  immunised  either  by 
Private  Practitioners  or  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  at 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.

This  above  type  of  return  is  now  required  six-monthly  by  the 
Miiiistiy'  of  Health, 
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In  determining  this  estimate  of  children  immunised  in  the  dis- 
trict it  should  be  realised  that  the  hgures  represent  a lower  per- 
centage than  ^n  fact  must  be  the  case  because  these  are  based  on 
total  child  populations.  1 his  number  includes  evacuees,  many  of 
whom  were  immunised  before  their  arrival  in  Chertsey  and  whose 
immunisation  history  is  either  not  forthcoming  or  unreliable. 
Furthermore,  in  representing  the  position  of  children  under  fiv'e 
the  figures  are  based  on  total  child  population  under  five 
years  of  age,  in  which  group,  of  course,  the  majority  of  those 
under  one  year  of  age  are  naturally  immune. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  Propaganda  ; — 

Apart  from  Ministry  of  Health  broadcasts  and  the  Ministry  of 
Information  film  trailers  shown  at  public  cinemas,  poster  notices 
have  been  exhibited  in  newspapers,  clinics,  schools  and  other  sites. 

It  is  felt  that  undoubtedly  the  most  useful  form  of  propaganda 
is  by  personal  contact  with  parents,  and  General  Practitioners, 
District  Nurses,  Elementary  School  Teachers,  and  especially  the 
Surrey  County  Council  Health  Visitors  have  been  of  most  assist- 
ance in  securing  a satisfactory  response. 

Apart  from  the  Local  Authority  Clinics  which  are  held  regularly 
in  Chertsey,  Addlestone  and  New  Haw,  ])eriodical  visits  to  schools 
are  made  for  the  purpose  of  immunisation.  The  Head  Teachers 
have  been  very  helpful  in  distributing  diphtheria  immunisation 
consent  forms  to  the  parents  of  each  child. 


Other  Diseases  : — 


Cerebro-spinal  Fever — 

Four  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  with  this 
diagnosis,  which  was  not  confirmed  in  three  instances. 

There  were  hvo  deaths. 


Pneumonia — 

Eleven  deaths  occurred  from  Pneumonia  during  the  ycdv. 
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Measles — 

Fifty -six  cases  were  notified.  Of  these  the  number  admitted 
during  the  year  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  five. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

The  majority  of  cases  appeared  in  children  of  school  a.ge — five 
to  ten  years — and  a supply  of  Measles  Convalescent  Serum  was 
made  available  to  all  General  Practitioners  requiring  to  either  pre- 
vent or  attenuate  this  disease  in  susceptible  contacts. 


Whooping  Cough — 

Ninety-one  cases  were  notified  and  of  these  seven  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  majority  of  cases  occurred  in 
children  under  five  years  of  age. 

There  were  two  deaths. 


Scabies  and  Lice — 

The  Gas  Cleansing  Stations  attached  to  the  First  Aid  Posts  in 
Chertsey  and  Addlestone  were  again  put  to  very^  good  use  during 
the  year  for  the  purpose  of  treating  scabies  and  vermin  occurring 
in  the  population. 

The  work  is  carried  out  mainly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surrey  Countj^  Council’s  Health  Visitors  who  are  assisted  by 
members  of  the  whole  and  part-time  Civil  Defence  personnel  at- 
tached to  these  Posts  and  a part-time  paid  helper  appointed  under 
the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme. 

Over  one  thousand  attendances  were  made  during  these  two  years 
for  cleansing  purposes,  occasioned  in  almost  equal  numbers  by 
scabies  and  lice  mainly  in  the  form  of  nits  in  the  hair. 

Routine  treatment  for  scabies  now  consists  in  the  use  of  a twenty- 
five  per  cent,  emulsion  of  Benzyl  Benzoate.  It  is  advisable  that 
prophylactic  treatment  be  given  to  all  members  of  the  family  when 
a case  of  scabies  is  discovered.  For  this  purpose  Benzyl  Benzoate 
in  the  form  of  a vanishing  cream  has  proved  successful. 
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For  lice  infestations  the  solution  Lethane  384  Special  has  been 
successful.  Used  prophylactically  it  is  of  value  in  preventing  re- 
infestations of  the  scalp  and  in  the  form  of  a hair  lotion  should 
similarly  be  employed  by  all  members  of  the  family  during  the  time 
treatment  is  being  undertaken  by  others. 

No  remedy  yet  appears  to  be  effective  for  nits  in  the  hair  and 
mechanical  removal  of  the  majority  of  these  is  the  only  satisfactory 
way  of  dealing  wdtli  this  prevalent  complaint. 

Many  parents  are  only  too  anxious  to  place  the  onus  for  these 
problems  upon  the  Local  Authority  and  Surrey  County  Counoil’s 
Officers  and  do  not  appear  to  appreciate  their  own  responsibilities 
in  the  matter.  Nevertheless,  it  must  be  admitted  that  only  too 
frequently  are  washing  facilities  and  baths  in  their  own  homes 
w'holly  inadequate  for  the  maintenance  of  general  cleanliness.  The 
question  of  public  provision  of  w'ashing  facilities  and  shower  baths 
is  one  that  should  be  considered  carefully  when  opportunities  pre- 
sent themselves  for  such  a programme..

No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  under  the  above  acts  re- 
lating to  employment  in  the  milk  trade  or  relating  to  com- 
pulsory removal  to  hospital. 


Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  : — 

The  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  has  continued  its  useful 
work  during  1944.  In  considering  the  problems  or  tuber- 
culosis, the  family,  and  not  the  individual  patient,  must  be 
reckoned  as  the  unit.  The  Committee,  with  this  end  in  view, 
have  assisted  many  families  with  grants  of  nourishment, 
supplies  of  clothing  and  coal,  and  in  other  ways.  Many 
patients  have  received  similar  help  on  discharge  from 
the  sanatorium.  Every  effort  is  made  to  secure  adequate  and 
suitable  housing  for  affected  families. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  scheme  of  mass  miniature  radiography 
and  financial  allowances  introduced  in  1943  and  administered  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  represents  such  an  advance 
in  the  detection  and  treatment  of  this  problem  that  some  remarks 
as  to  its  significance  are  desirable. 

By  mass  miniature  radiography  one  can  rapidly  take  small  X-ray 
plates  of  a person’s  chest  and  so  refer  any  suspicious  cases  for  a 
fuller  examination.  In  this  manner  early  pulmonary  disease  can 
be  recognised  and  treatment  instituted  at  a stage  in  the  illness  when 
the  chances  of  recovery  are  good. 

This  scheme  will  ultimately  take  its  place  as  a routine  for  all 
children  of  school  leaving  age  as  well  as  being  applied  to  workers 
in  training  establishments  and  various  branches  of  industry. 

As  regards  financial  allowances,  these  are  a fundamental  neces- 
sity to  ensure  that  the  case  after  detection  receives  adequate  treat- 
ment  without  undue  hardship  falling  upon  either  the  patient  or  the 
family.  Maintenance  allowances  and  special  payments  are  avail- 
able to  promote  a frame  of  mind  in  the  patient  and  family  condu- 
cive to  recovery  as  well  as  contributing  materially  towards  any  loss 
of  income. 
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Venereal  Disease  : 

« 

As  regards  this  infection  and  its  incidence  throughout  the  country 
generally,  schemes  for  its  treatment  and  control  are  again  adminis- 
tered by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Clinic  facilities 
have  been  extended  to  deal  with  the  increased  number  of  cases 
both  venereal  and  non-venereal  in  origin. 

Regulation  33  (b)  made  under  the  Emergency  Powers  (Defence) 
Acts,  1939  and  1940  came  into  operation  in  1943.  This  provides 
for  the  notification  by  “Special  Registered  Medical  Practitioners’’ 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  persons  stated  by 
patients  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  to  be  the  source  of  infec- 
tion. When  two  independent  notifications  are  received  in  respect 
of  the  same  person  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  em- 
powered to  require  the  person  so  named  to  submit  to  medical  exam- 
ination and  if  necessary,  treatment. 

During  these  years  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
have  undertaken  work  of  a propaganda  nature  and  several  of  the 
local  factories  have  been  visited  with  a view  to  securing  early  medi- 
cal treatment  for  all  suspected  of  having  the  disease.

Laboratory  Facilities  : — 

(i)  Water.  Samples  of  water  as  supplied  from  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company  are  submitted  to  cnemical  and  bac- 
teriological examination  by  Messrs.  Rioeal,  Rjdeal  and  Sciver. 
These  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  fro^m  the  Urban  District 
of  Walton  and  Wey bridge,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Chertsey. 
The  results  of  the  investigations  made  during  the  year  are  tabulated 
on  page  48. 

(2)  Milk.  Samples  of  milk  from  retailers  in  the  District 
are  submitted  to  the  Epsom  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacter- 
iological examination. 


(3)  Infectious  Disease.  Bacteriological  examination  of 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  examined 
by  the  Epsom  Pub.ic  Health  Laboratory.  The  following  iigures 
show  the  results  of  such  examinations  : 

Fifty  specimens  of  sputum  examined.  One  was  positive  for 
tubercle  bacilli. 

Forty-eight  nose  and  throat  swabs  examined.  Two  gave  a 
positive  result  for  diphtheria  bacilli. 


During  the  year  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Minis- 
try of  Health  Emergency  Public  Flealth  Laboratory,  Epsom, 
whereby  an  agreed  annual  sum  is  paid  to  them  for  ail  bacterio- 
logical work,  and  especially  that  of  an  infectious  naiure  submitted 
ihis  may  be  from  hospitals  and  private  medical  practitioners,  but 
also  includes  the  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and 
water. 

1 he  adjacency  of  a pathological  laboratory  under  the  Emer- 
gency Medical  Services  Scheme  at  Epsom  facilitates  also  work  re- 
quired mainly  by  the  voluntary  hospitals,  and  frequently  transport 
arrangements  cover  both  requirements. 

Specimens  are  now  examined  with  some  rapidity  and  the  advan- 
tages of  any  scheme  which  brings  the  resources  of  a laboratory 
nearer  to  the  District  Council’s  Public  Health  Department  are  many

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  West  Surrey 
Water  Company,  the  works  of  which  are  situated  on  the  banks 
of  the  River  Thames  in  the  Walton  area,  the  intake  being 
obtained  a short  distance  above  Walton  Bridge.  Samples  of 
water  as  supplied  by  this  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal, 
and  Sciver.  The  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban 
District  of  Walton  and  Weybridge  and  the  Urban  District  of 
Chertsey.  Results  of  the  examination  of  these  waters  are  given  on 
page  48. 

Water  Samples:-— 

During  the  year  seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis 
from  different  parts  of  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  district.  All 
samples  were  satisfactory  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes  on  bacteriological  examination. 

The  figure  for  albuminoid  ammonia  was  occasionally  high, 
varying  between  0.006  and  0.105  in  parts  per  100,000. 

The  figure  for  oxygen  consumed  from  permanganate  was  also 
high  on  occasions,  varying  from  0.005  to  0.22  in  parts  per  100,000. 

The  Thames  is  obviously  liable  to  contamination  and  '+  is  only 
through  efficient  storage,  filtration,  and  chlorination  that  water 
from  this  source  can  be  rendered  bacteriologically  fit  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes.  The  bacteriological  reports  varied  little 
from  month  to  month. 

At  the  end  of  1937,  an  interchange  of  water  reports  was 
ai ranged  with  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company.  There  is  now 
available  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a fortnightly  check  on 
the  condition  of  main  water  supply  in  the  district,  and  these  reports 
come  before  the  Public  Health  Committee  at  all  their  meetings. 

Field  Common  ; — 

Sixty  dwellings  (85%  of  the  total)  are  now  connected  to  the 
mains  of  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company.  An  appeal  against  a 
notice  under  Section  138  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  provide 
a wholesome  supply  of  water  to  one  dwelling-house  awaits  deter- 
mination.

The  Council  have  a bathing  station  on  the  bank  of  the 
Thames  at  Walton,  and  a similar  station  at  Weybridge  ;

Larvicidal  oil  has  been  sprayed  into 
ponds  and  ditches  as  frequently  as  possible. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  by  the  public  in  obtaining  ap- 
propriate solutions  for  periodical  spraying  of  breeding  places.

Twenty-nine  inspections  were  made  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies, 
and  where  inlringernents  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  were  detect- 
ed, notices  were  issued  requiring  compliance. 

During  1944  unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained  from  three 
samples  of  Accredited  Milk  in  respect  of  the  Methylene  Blue  and 
Coliform  Tests. 

During  an  assessment  of  the  district's  milk  supply  required  tor 
the  purpose  of  formulating  a scheme  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry 
of  hood  to  exclude  milks  unless  they  be  heat  treated.  Tuberculin 
i'ested  or  Accredited,  from  a single  herd,  it  was  tound  that  over 
ninety  per  cent,  of  the  milk  consumed  in  this  area  is  in  fact  pas- 
teurised. This  position  is  all  to  the  good,  but  one  would  like  to 
see  the  remaining  ten  per  cent,  heat  treated  and  then  all  efforts 
concentrated  on  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  pasteurisation 
plant,  or  plants,  dealing  with  supplies.  Also,  but  of  less  import- 
ance in  relation  to  the  “safety"  of  the  milk,  or  in  other  words  its 
treedom  from  ])athogenic  organisms,  would  be  the  supervision  of 
milk  production  at  its  source.

Accredited  Milk  Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Coun- 
cil on  being  satisfied,  after  consultation  with  the  District  Med- 
ical Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  that  the  dairy 
and  cowsheds  are  up  to  an  agreed  standard,  and  are  provided 
with  proper  cleansing  and  sterilising  equipment.  The  con- 
ditions applicable  to  these  licences  are  not  so  onerous  as  those 
required  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  in  that  the  animals  have 
only  to  pass  a clinical  examination  and  do  not  require  to  be 
subjected  to  a tuberculin  test.  The  County  Council  has 
power  to  revoke  these  licences  if,  on  sampling,  the  Accredited 
Standard  is  not  consistently  maintained. 

No  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  "High  Temperature 
Short  Time”  pasteurisation  as  a result  of  the  Milk  (Special  Desig- 
nations) Regulations,  1941,  which  permitted  Local  Authorities  to 
licence  alternative  types  of  pasteurisation  plants. 


(b)  Meat  s— 

Three  hundred  and  forty  three  inspections  of  butchers  shops, 
slaughterhouses  and  other  premises  were  made.  All  meat  found 
unfit  for  human  consumption  was  voluntarily  surrendered,  no 
magistrate’s  order  being  required  in  any  case. 

The  Ministry  of  Food’s  Government  Slaughterhouse  is  establish- 
ed at  Messrs-  Grimditch,  Hersham.  Details  of  work  carried  out  is 
given  later  in  the  Report.

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At  the  coinmeiicement  of  1940,  there  were  four  registered 
slaughterhouses  and  two  licensed  without  limit  as  to  time.  Upon 
Section  57  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  taking  effect,  one 
slaughterhouse  in  each  category  was  licensed  on  an  annual  basis. 
The  other  registered  slaughterhouses  had  fallen  into  disuse  and  the 
occupiers  have  not  sought  licences.  The  remaining  licensed 
establishment  was  the  subject  of  a notice  under  Sub-Section  3 of 
this  Section.  The  matter  was  not  proceeded  with  as  the  premises 
were  diverted  to  another  use. 

In  1940  the  principal  establishment  became  a Government 
Slaughterhouse  in  the  occupation  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  At  the 
invitation  of  the  latter  the  Council’s  inspectorate  continues  the  work 
ot  meat  inspection  there.  This  has  resulted  in  greatly  increased 
work,  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  having 
risen  by  approximately  six  hundred  per  cent. . 


Foods  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 


The  administration  of  the  Foods  and  Drugs  (Adulteration) 
Act,  1928,  is  carried  out  by  the  Surrey  County  Council.  Dr. 
J.  Ferguson,  The  County  Medical  Officer,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  table  of  work  done  in  the  Walton  and  Weybridge 
Urban  District  during  1944.

The  above  figures  represent  complete  courses  of  immunisation. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  a certain  number  of  children  do  not  attend  for 
second  injections  and  these  can  only  be  regarded  as  partially  im- 
munised. 

In  addition  to  the  figures  given  above  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  were  immunised  either  by 
Private  Practitioners  or  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  at 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.

This  above  type  of  return  is  now  required  six-monthly  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

In  determining  this  estimate  of  children  immunised  in  the  dis- 
trict it  should  be  realised  that  the  figures  represent  a low’er  percent- 
age than  in  fact  must  be  the  case  because  these  are  based  on  total 
child  populations,  and  the  immunisation  history  in  many  is  either 
not  forthcoming  or  unreliable.  Furthermore,  in  representing  the 
position  of  children  under  five  the  figures  are  based  on  total  child 
population  under  five  years  of  age,  in  which  group,  of  course,  the 
majority  of  those  under  one  year  of  age  are  naturally  immune. 


Pneumonia  : — 

There  were  twenty-three  deaths  during  the  year. 


Cerebro-spinal  Fever  : — 

Two  cases  in  1944  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  but 
the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  either  case.

Measles  : — 

Of  two  hundred  and  four  cases  notified  eight  only  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  majority  of  these  cases 
occurred  in  children  aged  five  to  ten  years  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Measles  Convalescent  Serum  was  made  available  to  General 
Practitioners  for  either  prevention  or  attenuation  of  this  disease  in 
susceptible  contacts. 


Whooping  Cough  : — 

Of  ninety-eight  cases  notified  six  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

The  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  children  under  five  years  of 
age. 

There  was  one  death. 


Poliomyelitis  : — 

There  were  two  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  admitted  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  during  the  year.  Further  orthopaedic  treatment  was 
carried  out  at  St.  Nicholas  Hospital,  Pyrford. 


Scabies  and  Lice. 

The  Gas  Cleansing  Stations  attached  to  the  First  Aid  Posts  in 
Walton  and  Weybridge  were  again  put  to  very  good  use  during 
the  year  for  the  purpose  of  treating  scabies  and  vermin  occurring 
in  the  population. 

The  work  is  carried  out  mainly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surrey  County  Council’s  Health  Visitors  who  are  assisted  by 
members  of  the  whole  and  part-time  Civil  Defence  personnel  at- 
tached to  these  Posts. 

During  the  year  six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  attendances  for 
scabies  and  fort}'-lwo  for  verminous  heads  were  made.

Routine  treatment  for  scabies  now  consists  in  the  use  of  a twenty- 
five  per  cent,  emulsion  of  Benzyl  Benzoate.  It  is  advisable  that 
prophylactic  treatment  be  given  to  all  members  of  the  family  when 
a case  of  scabies  is  discovered.  For  this  purpose  Benzyl  Benzoate 
in  the  form  of  a vanishing  cream  has  proved  successful. 

For  lice  infestations  the  solution  Lethane  384  Special  has  been 
successful.  Used  prophylactically  it  is  of  value  in  preventing  re- 
infestations of  the  scalp  and  in  the  form  of  a hair  lotion  should 
similarly  be  employed  by  all  members  of  the  family  during  the  time 
treatment  is  being  undertaken  by  others. 

No  remedy  yet  appears  to  be  effective  for  nits  in  the  hair  and 
mechanical  removal  of  the  majority  of  these  is  the  only  satisfactory 
way  of  dealing  with  this  prevalent  complaint. 

Many  parents  are  only  too  anxious  to  place  the  onus  for  these 
problems  upon  the  Local  Authority  and  Surrey  County  Council’s 
Officers  and  do  not  appear  to  appreciate  their  own  responsibilities 
in  the  matter.  Nevertheless,  it  must  be  admitted  that  only  too 
frequently  are  washing  facilities  and  baths  in  their  own  homes 
wholly  inadequate  for  the  maintenance  of  general  cleanliness.  The 
question  of  public  provision  of  washing  facilities  and  shower  baths 
is  one  that  should  be  considered  carefully  when  opportunities  pre- 
sent themselves  for  such  a programme.. 

During  the  year  the  Thrupps  Lane  Gas  Cleansing  Station  gave 
free  facilities  to  all  wishing  to  take  advantage  of  hot  shower  baths. 
Although  the  factories  and  schools  were  informed  of  these  pro- 
visions attendances  on  the  whole  were  poor.  It  must,  however, 
be  admitted  that  during  the  majority  of  this  period  air  attacks  were 
frequent. 

It  is  felt  that  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  houses  which  exist 
in  Hersham  and  Walton  without  baths  some  public  facilities  of  this 
nature  are  necessary  and  the  question  of  giving  additional  privacy 
to  those  attending  is  likely  to  attract  a greater  number  of  persons.

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925. 


Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Section  172  - 

No  case  arose  in  which  action  was  necessary  under  the 
above  Act  and  Regulations. 


Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  : — 


Very  useful  work  was  carried  out  by  this  committee  during  the 
year.  All  cases  requiring  help  are  considered  on  notification 
and  on  discharge  from  a sanatorium.  Particular  attention  is 
paid  to  adequate  housing  for  affected  families,  for  it  is  real- 
ised that  prevention  of  infection  in  the  home  is  all  important. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  scheme  of  mass  miniature  radiography 
and  financial  allowances  introduced  in  1943  and  administered  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  represents  such  an  advance 
in  the  detection  and  treatment  of  this  problem  that  some  remarks 
as  to  its  significance  are  desirable. 

By  mass  miniature  radiography  one  can  rapidly  take  small  X-ray 
plates  of  a person’s  chest  and  so  refer  any  suspicious  cases  for  a 
fuller  examination.  In  this  manner  early  pulmonary  disease  can 
bo  recognised  and  treatment  instituted  at  a stage  in  the  illness  when 
the  chances  of  recovery  are  good. 

'fhis  scheme  will  ultimately  take  its  place  as  a routine  for  all 
children  of  school  leaving  age  as  well  as  being  applied  to  workers 
in  training  establishments  and  various  branches  of  industry. 

As  regards  financial  allowances,  these  are  a fundamental  neces- 
sity to  ensure  that  the  case  after  detection  receives  adequate  treat- 
ment without  undue  hardship  falling  upon  either  the  patient  or  the 
family.  Maintenance  allowances  and  special  payments  are  avail- 
able to  i)romote  a frame  of  mind  in  the  patient  and  family  condu- 
cive to  recovery  as  well  as  contributing  materially  towards  any  loss 
of  income.

Venereal  Disease  : 

As  regards  this  infection  and  its  incidence  throughout  the  country 
generally,  schemes  for  its  treatment  and  control  are  again  adminis- 
tered by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Clinic  facilities 
have  been  extended  to  deal  with  the  increased  number  of  cases 
both  venereal  and  non-venereal  in  origin. 

Regulation  33  (b)  made  under  the  Emergency  Powers  (Defence) 
Acts,  1939  and  1940  came  into  operation  in  1943.  This  provides 
for  the  notihcation  by  “Special  Registered  Medical  Practitioners’’ 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  persons  stated  by 
patients  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  to  be  the  source  of  infec- 
tion. When  two  independent  notihcations  are  received  in  respect 
of  the  same  person  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  em- 
powered to  require  the  person  so  named  to  submit  to  medical  exam- 
ination and  if  necessary,  treatment. 

During  these  years  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
have  undertaken  work  of  a propaganda  nature  and  several  of  the 
local  factories  directed  towards  securing  early  medical  treatment 
for  all  suspected  of  this  disease.

Laboratory  Facilities: — 

(1)  Water,  Samples  of  water  supplied  by  the  South  West 
Suburban  Water  Company  are  submitted  for  Chemical 
Analysis  and  Bacteriological  Examination  to  the  Clinical 
Research  Association. 

Water  samples  are  taken  from  all  new  wells  and  from  old 
wells  which  are  siispected  of  being  defective,  and  submitted  to 
the  Epsom  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

(2)  .Milk.  Samjdcs  of  milk  are  submtlted  to  the  Epsom  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 


(3)  Infectious  Disease.  Bacteriological  examination  of 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  made 
by  the  iCjisom  Public  Health  Laborator}’.  Ihe  following  ligures 
show  the  results  of  such  examinations  : 

One  specimen  of  spiuum  examined,  and  was  negative  for  tubercle 
bacilli. 

Eighty-four  swabs  examined.  Nine  gave  a positive  result  for 
diphtheria  bacilli. 


During  the  year  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Minis- 
try of  Plealth  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Epsom, 
whereby  an  agreed  annual  sum  is  paid  to  them  for  ail  bacterio- 
logical work,  and  especially  of  an  infectious  nature,  submitted. 
'Phis  may  be  from  hospitals  and  private  medical  jiractitioners,  but 
also  includes  the  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and 
water. 


The  adjacency  of  a pathological  laboratory  to  the  Emergency 
Medical  Services  Laboratory  at  Epsom  facilitates  also  work  required 
mainly  by  the  voluntary  hospitals,  and  frequently  transport  ar- 
rangements cover  both  requirements. 

Specimens  are  now  examined  with  some  rapidity  and  the  advan- 
tages of  any  scheme  which  brings  the  resources  of  a laboratory 
nearer  to  the  District  Council’s  Public  Health  Department  arc  many

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply:-— 

The  Parish  of  Bisley  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Woking  Water  and  Gas  Company,  and  the  Parishes  of 
Chobham  and  Windlesham  are  within  the  area  of  supply  of 
the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company. 

Samples  of  the  Company’s  water  are  submitted  for 
Chemical  Analysis  and  Bacteriological  Examination  to  the 
Clinical  Research  Association.  These  samples  are  taken  in 
rotation  from  the  districts  within  the  area  of  supply  and  a 
summary  of  these  examinations,  which  in  all  cases  showed  the 
water  to  be  suitable  for  drinking  purposes,  is  given  below. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  majority  of  the  Dis- 
trict Councils  supplied  by  the  South  West  Surburban  Water  Com- 
pany whereby  a fortnightly  sample  of  water  was  taken  in  rotation 
throughout  the  area  of  supply.  Analysis  is  undertaken  by  the 
Clinical  Research  Association  and  the  results  are  available  to  each 
participating  authority. 

Many  properties  in  the  Chobham  and  Bisley  area  especially  have 
to  rely  on  shallow  well  waters  and  many  residents  have  not  yet 
taken  advantage  of  a piped  supply  even  when  this  exists  in  prox- 
imity to  their  dwelling. 

The  combination  of  shallow  well  water  for  drinking  purposes 
with  cesspool  drainage  in  these  areas  represents  a very  real  menace 
to  public  health. 

Examinations  were  made  of  twenty-one  shallow  wells  during  the 
year  and  in  all  cases  the  water  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

A typical  bacteriological  report  reads  thus  : 

“Plate  Count.  Yeastrel  agar  3 days  22°C.  aerobically,  55,000 
per  cc. 

Plate  Count.  Yeastrel  agar  2 days  37°C  aerobically  24,100  per  c.c. 
Probable  number  of  coliform  bacilli,  MacConkey  3 days  37°C., 
1,800  + per  100  c.c. 

Remarks  : This  water  is  grossly  contaminated  and  unsuitable  for 
drinking  or  domestic  purposes.’’ 

The  majority  of  these  samples  were  taken  from  Chobham  and 
Lucas  Green  areas,  but  also  from  West  End,  Brick  Hill  and  Bisley.

In  most  cases  in  Chobham  a piped  water  supply  is  within  reason- 
able access  of  the  property  and  several  connections  have  now  been 
made. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Council  have  approved  a 
main  water  extension  scheme  to  most  parts  of  their  area,  but  at  the 
moment  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  has  not  allowed  any  work 
to  yet  commence.  In  many  cases  an  informal  approach  to  the 
owner  has  resulted  in  connections  to  the  main  being  made,  but  in 
several  others  it  is  probable  that  recourse  will  be  necessary  to 
statutory  proceedings. 

The  dangers  which  exist  in  areas  when  water  supplies  and  sani- 
tation consist  of  shallow  wells  and  cesspools  or  latrines  respectively 
cannot  be  over  emphasized. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  ; — 

The  Parish  of  Windlesham,  which  includes  Bagshot  and 
Lightwater,  and  a small  portion  of  Sunningdale,  has  a main 
drainage  scheme.  There  was  no  extension  of  sewers  during 
the  past  two  years. 

Many  cases  of  serious  nuisance  from  sewage  effluent  and  inade- 
quate drainage  of  houses  continued  to  arise  during  the  year  m 
Chobham,  West  End  and  Bisley.  These  conditions  are  bound  to 
recur,  particularily  in  low  lying  districts  in  wet  weather,  and, can 
only  be  temporanly  abated.  The  only  solution  for  this  problem 
is  the  installation  of  a scheme  of  main  drainage. 


Rivers  and  Streams  : — 

As  in  previous  reports  numerous  cases  of  pollution  of 
ditches  leading  to  rivers  and  streams  came  to  notice  during 
the  year.  These  were  particularly  in  evidence  in  the  district 
of  Chobham,  'Mimbridgc  and  Bisley,  and  were  due  in  all  cases 
to  sewage  effluent.  In  order  to  realise  the  alarming  extent  of 
these  pollutions,  the  districts  require  inspection  in  the  first  four 
months  of  the  year.

Cesspool  and  Earth  Closet  Qcansing  ; — 

Chobham  and  Bisley  : — 

The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  cleansing  of  cesspools 
and  earth  closets  in  the  parishes  of  Bisley  and  Chobham  and 
there  is  no  rate  levied  for  this  purpose.  Arrangements  can  be 
made  with  the  Parish  of  Windlesham  for  cesspools  to  be  empt- 
ied upon  payment. 


Windlesham  : — 

The  parish  of  Windlesham  has  a Dennis  “Dual  Purposes” 
machine  for  cesspool  emptying  and  refuse  collection.  The 
capacity  of  the  tank  is  750  gallons. 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  tipped,  when  possible,  on 
to  farm  land,  but  in  very  wet  weather  it  is  necessary  to  dis- 
charge the  same  into  the  main  sewers  at  specified  manholes, 
where  flushing  chambers  ensure  that  the  sewage  is  diluted  at 
once.  Sludge  from  the  cesspools  is  mixed  with  ashes  and 
disposed  of  at  the  Depot.

One  hundred  and  forty-five  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies 
were  made  and  improvements  were  carried  out  at  five  premises. 

Four  samples  of  Accredited  Milk  were  found  after  analysis  to  be 
unsatisfactory  in  respect  of  either  the  Coliform  or  Methylene  Blue 
Tests. 

Three  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  also  failed  to  pass  simi- 
lar tests. 

A sample  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  Milk,  while  of  ade- 
quate cleanliness,  showed  that  insufficient  heat  treatment  had  been 
applied. 

One  further  sample  of  ordinary  Pasteurised  Milk  failed  to  pass 
the  Phosphatase  heat  treatment  test.  Considerable  difficulties  have 
been  experienced  at  the  pasteurisation  plant  conccined  where  the 
premises  were  known  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  this  type  of  woik. 
A considerable  amount  of  help  and  advice  has  been  foithcoming 
from  the  Bacteriologist  at  the  National  Institute  for  Dairying  at 
Reading,  and  the  majority  of  troubles  have  been  due  to  improper 
bottle  washing.  This  is  a common  finding  in  all  dairies  during 
war  time  and  the  failure  of  householders  to  adequately  rinse  their 
bottles  accentuates  the  difficulty. 

Of  thirteen  samples  of  raw  milk  four  were  unsatisfactory  in  res- 
pect of  the  Coliform  and  Methylene  Tests  although,  of  course,  no 
standards  are  laid  down  for  raw  milk.  In  all  cases,  however,  the 
Plate  Count  was  higher  than  should  have  been  the  case.

Diphtheria  immunisation  : 

itie  following  represents  approximately  the  position  regarding 
the  state  of  diphtheria  immunisation  on  the  31st  December,  1944. 
It  is  probable,  of  course,  that  a certain  number  of  children  had 
been  immunised  privately  but  the  state  of  immunity  could  not  in 
any  way  be  accurately  estimated. 

During  the  year  1944  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  children  of 
pre-school  age  and  twenty-eight  children  of  school  age  were  com- 
pletely immunised  with  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid. 

1 he  Surrey  County  Council  have  been  responsible  for  securing 
immunisation  of  a large  number  of  children  of  school  and  pre- 
school age  in  the  district  and  facilities  have  been  available  at  their 
Maternity,  Child  Welfare  and  General  Medical  Clinics  throughout 
the  years  in  addition  to  certain  routine  school  visits.

The  above  type  of  return  is  now  required  six-monthly  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 
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Diphtheria  immunisation  Propaganda. 

Apart  from  Ministry  of  Health  broadcasts  and  the  Ministry  of 
Information  lilm  trailers  shown  at  public  cinemas,  poster  notices 
have  been  exhibited  in  newspapers,  clinics,  schools  and  other  sites. 

It  is  felt  that  undoubtedly  the  most  useful  form  of  propaganda 
is  by  personal  contact  with  parents  and  General  Practitioners,  Dis- 
trict Nurses,  Elementaiy  School  Teachers,  and  especially  the  Surrey 
County  Council  Health  Visitors  have  been  of  most  assistance  in 
securing  a satisfactory  response. 


Measles. 

1 he  incidence  of  this  disease  was  very  low  and  no  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Ottershaw,  for  treatment  pur- 
poses. 

Tliere  were  no  deaths  and  as  formerly  Measles  Convalescent 
Serum  was  made  available  for  General  Practitioners. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Of  fifteen  cases  notified  two  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pital, Ottershaw,  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

The  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  children  under  five  years  of 
age. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  eight  deaths  during  the  year  from  Pneumonia.

The  Head  Teachers  of  the  local  elementary  schools  forward  to 
the  Medical  Officer  weekly  returns  of  cases  of  non-notifiable  infec- 
tious diseases.  This  is  a useful  procedure  which  is  much  apprecia- 
ted, and  is  a way  in  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  be 
kept  informed  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  other  than 
those  required  to  be  notified  by  medical  practitioners.

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172  : — 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  above  Act  and 
Rcf^ulations, 
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Tuberculosis. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  scheme  of  mass  miniature  radiography 
and  financial  allowances  introduced  in  1943  and  administered  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  represents  such  an  advance 
in  the  detection  and  treatment  of  this  problem  that  some  remarks 
as  to  its  significance  are  desirable. 

By  mass  miniature  radiography  one  can  rapidly  take  small  X-ray 
plates  of  a person’s  chest  and  so  refer  any  suspicious  cases  for  a 
fuller  examination.  In  this  manner  early  pulmonary  disease  can 
be  recognised  ?ad  treatment  instituted  at  a stage  in  the  illness  when 
the  chances  of  recovery  are  good. 

This  scheme  will  ultimately  take  its  place  as  a routine  for  all 
children  of  school  leaving  age  as  well  as  being  applied  to  workers 
in  training  establishments  and  various  branches  of  industry. 

As  regards  financial  allowances,  these  are  a fundamental  neces- 
sit}^  to  ensure  that  the  case  after  detection  receives  adequate  treat- 
ment without  undue  hardship  falling  upon  either  the  patient  or  the 
family.  Maintenance  allowances  and  special  payments  are  avail- 
able to  promote  a frame  of  mind  in  the  patient  and  family  condu- 
cive to  recovery^  as  well  as  contributing  materially  towards  any  loss 
of  income. 


Venereal  Disease  : 

As  regards  this  infection  and  its  incidence  throughout  the  country 
generally,  schemes  for  its  treatment  and  control  are  again  adminis- 
tered by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Clinic  facilities 
have  been  extended  to  deal  with  the  increased  number  of  cases 
both  venereal  and  non-venereal  in  origin. 

Regulation  33  (b)  made  under  the  Emergency  Powers  (Defence) 
Acts,  1939  and  1940  came  into  operation  in  1943.  This  provides 
for  the  notification  by  “Special  Registered  Medical  Practitioners 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  persons  stated  by 
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patients  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  to  be  the  source  of  infec- 
tion. When  two  independent  notifications  are  received  in  respect 
of  the  same  person  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  em- 
powered to  require  the  person  so  named  to  submit  to  medical  exam- 
ination and  if  necessary,  treatment. 

During  these  years  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
have  undertaken  work  of  a propaganda  nature  and  several  of  the 
local  factories  directed  towards  securing  early  medical  treatment 
for  all  suspected  of  this  disease. 
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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ottershaw  Joint  Hospital  Board, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1944,  in  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  admissions  cor- 
respond very  closely  to  those  dealt  with  in  1943,  especially  for 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  were  five  hundred  and  forty- 
seven.  The  majority  of  these  were  due  to  Scarlet  Fever,  and  as 
mentioned  in  past  Annual  Reports,  it  would  be  more  reasonable  to 
admit  the  severe  forms  of  Tonsillitis,  caused  invariably  by  a similar 
organism,  than  the  mild  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  when  cubicle  facilities 
are  available.  This  has  been  done  in  a limited  degree. 

The  low  incidence  of  Diphtheria  is  attributable  to  the  sustained 
efforts  of  Local  Authorities  in  immunisation  campaigns.  In  1938 
and  1939  the  percentage  number  of  verified  cases  of  this  disease  com- 
pared with  the  total  number  of  admissions  was  sixteen  and  twenty- 
eight  respectively.  In  1943  and  1944  this  figure  was  four  per  cent. 

The  incidence  of  cross  infections  and  complications  have  been 
low  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  mostly  due  to  the  use,  where- 
ever  possible,  of  cubicle  beds.  It  is  often  difficult  or  impossible  to 
decide  whether  certain  types  of  complications  most  frequently  met 
with  in  open  wards  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough 
are  not  in  fact  more  properly  attributable  to  cross  infection.  With 
improved  methods  of  bacteriological  technique  it  is  now  possible 
to  further  sub  divide  the  Haemolytic  Streptococcus, — which  to- 
gether with  the  Staphylococcus  is  responsible  for  many  cases  of 
cross  infection, — into  several  types.  B37  such  methods  of  more 
complete  identification  it  should  be  possible  to  clarify  the  picture 
a little  and  represent  more  accurately  the  sequelae  from  these 
diseases.  It  may  be  said  that  from  such  work  that  has  been  done 
the  "Return  Case  Rate’’  in  Scarlet  Fever  bears  little  or  no  relation 
to  the  various  standards  of  criteria  of  discharge  from  Hospitals  for 
that  disease. 
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With  the  prevalence  of  Gastro-enteritis  in  young  children, 
cubicle  isolation  is  essential  and  it  is  becoming  widely  recognised 
that  no  child  under  two  years  should  be  admitted  for  any  disease 
except  to  a separate  room. 

The  conception  of  air  borne  infection  in  open  wards  is  now 
readily  accepted.  An  examination  made  at  different  times  of  the 
day  for  bacteria  transmitted  either  singly  or  contained  in  dust, 
moisture  or  other  particles,  and  especially  for  the  pathogenic 
Haemolytic  Streptococcus  can  readily  demonstrate  aerial  convec- 
tion. By  the  exposure  of  bacteriological  plates  at  different  times 
of  the  day  and  night,  and  especially  after  such  activities  as  sweep- 
ing and  bed  making  it  is  possible  to  grow  bacteria  in  greater  or 
lesser  quantities  depending  on  their  density  in  the  atmosphere. 
Whatever  methods,  therefore  can  reduce  the  ai’*  borne  factor  and 
are  capable  of  application  should  be  employed.  For  this  reason 
a common  and  very  potential  source  of  infection,  namely  blankets, 
have  been  treated  with  oil  to  prevent  the  mechanical  dissemination 
of  particles.  This  process,  together  with  the  application  of  spindle 
oil  to  the  floors,  has  materially  reduced  dust  and  the  possibility  of 
infection  taking  place  by  air.  It  is  very  certain  that  the  process 
of  air  conditioning,  which  readily  lends  itself  for  the  purpose  of 
air  sterilisation,  will  in  future  play  an  important  part  in  hospitals 
generally  and  in  particular  for  those  dealing  with  the  treatment  of 
infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  the  services  of  the  British  Launderers 
Research  Association  were  engaged,  primarily  with  a view  to  giving 
advice  on  the  technique  of  the  oiling  process  for  blankets.  They 
submitted  a comprehensive  report  on  the  laundry  work  in  general 
and  offered  several  helpful  suggestions. 

All  members  of  the  nursing  and  ambulance  staff  were  inocu- 
lated with  a vaccine  against  Typhus  in  view  of  this  Hospital  s res- 
ponsibility, as  set  out  in  the  Report  for  the  year  1942,  towards  the 
occurrence  of  the  disease  in  North  West  Surrey. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  Institutions,  Hospitals,  and  other  resi- 
dential establishments  to  suffer  occasionally  from  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning.  The  problem  is  a difficult  one,  and  especially  in  war- 
time, but  the  fact  remains  that  when  it  is  practicable,  all  persons 
connected  with  the  handling  and  preparation  of  food  in  such 
premises  should  be  subject  to  a periodical  medical  examination, 
primarily  from  a bacteriological  point  of  view  to  exclude  the  pos- 
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sibility  of  their  carrying  organisms  capable  of  producing  food 
poisoning  in  either  their  naso-pharynx  or  alimentary  tract.  Minor 
sepsis  in  the  way  of  boils,  pustules  or  septic  fingers  are  also  of  impor- 
tance and  for  this,  of  course,  only  a regular  day  to  day  supervision 
of  the  personnel  is  likely  to  be  of  any  value.  What  is  more  essen- 
tial is  that  all  such  persons  employed  should  be  conscious  not  only 
of  elementary  dietetic  principles  but  of  the  commoner  ways  in  which 
food  poisoning  occurs  and  the  necessary  measures  to  be  taken  for 
reducing  its  possibility  to  a minimum. 

The  advent  of  Penicillin  mentioned  later  in  the  report  and  its 
possibilities  in  various  forms  of  treatment  are  many. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  several  ancillary  services  now  avail- 
able at  Botleys  Hospital  and  the  Epsom  Public  Health  Laboratory 
will  be  maintained  in  sufficient  degree  to  keep  such  very  necessary 
facilities  as  pathological,  bacteriological.  X-ray  work  and  consul- 
tant advice  within  the  scope  of  the  Hospital’s  service. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Matron  for  her  help  in  all  matters,  and 
her  problems  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  a trained 
nursing  and  domestic  staff  have  been  many. 

To  Miss  Eglon,  my  Clerk  at  the  Weybridge  Council  Offices, 
I would  express  my  thanks  for  her  voluntary  work  throughout  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  Hospital’s  affairs. 

Finally,  to  the  Clerk  and  all  Members  of  the  Board  on  all 
occasions.

The  admissions  for  the  year  approxmate  very  closely  to  those 
dealt  with  in  1943,  both  numerically  and  in  relation  to  the  quality 
of  the  disease,  which  was  again  mild. 

As  previously,  many  cases  of  this  infection  were  nursed  at  home 
when  conditions  were  satisfactory  and  during  periods  in  which 
cubicles  were  in  demand  for  this  and  other  illnesses,  so  that  to  some 
extent  the  number  of  admissions  is  governed  by  factors  other  than 
the  general  incidence  of  the  disease. 

It  was  necessary  to  utilise  an  open  ward  for  the  period  of  con- 
valescence in  many  instances  and  often  for  the  purpose  of  admitting 
a case  during  the  spring  and  autumn  prevalence. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  cross  infections  from  the 
virus  and  highly  infectious  diseases  such  as  Measles  and  Chicken 
Pox  have  been  low  and  by  good  fortune,  the  judicious  use  of  cubi- 
cles, and  on  occasions  Measles  Convalescent  Serum  any  need  for 
placing  an  open  ward  in  quarantine  was  avoided.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  only  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  reappearance  of  Tonsillitis 
or  Scarlet  Fever  in  a convalescent  patient  is  invariably  due  to  a 
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cross  infection  and  with  this  conception  of  certain  of  the  complica- 
tions all  possible  measures  must  be  taken  to  reduce  to  a minimum 
sequelae  all  too  frequently  regarded  as  “relapses.” 

I here  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  and  routine  treatment 
as  formerly  was  by  Sulphanilamide  or  Benzylsulphanilamide  com- 
bined with  anti-scarlatinal  serum  for  the  more  toxic  cases.  In  the 
severer  types  of  infection  serum  is  combined  with  other  drugs  of 
the  Sulphonamide  group  such  as  Sulphadiazine  or  Sulphathiazole 
and  with  these  it  is  necessary  to  intensify  the  associated  alkaline 
and  liberal  fluid  therapy  in  order  to  minimise  the  risk  of  renal  or 
urinary  complications. 

During  the  past  four  years  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  assess 
the  relative  value  of  two  drugs  in  the  Sulphonamide  group,  namely 
Sulphanilamide  and  Benzylsulphanilamide  given  singly  to  ordinary 
mild  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  analysis  of  the  complications 
Adenitis,  Otorrhoea  and  Arthritis  is  shown  below. 


These  two  products  have  again  been  employed  alternatively 
in  conjunction  with  antitoxic  serum  for  cases  showing  any  degree 
of  severity  with  the  following  results  : —

No  significant  findings  appear  as  a result  of  the  two  Sulphona- 
mide drugs  being  given  singly.  Although  the  complications  have 
generally  been  of  a low  order,  a fact  attributable  in  the  main  to 
the  full  utilisation  of  cubicle  isolation  wards,  and  secondly  the  gen- 
eral mildness  of  the  disease,  it  is  probable  that  the  most  successful 
results  are  obtained  when  anti-scarlatinal  serum  is  given  to  all  cases 
and  combined  with  Sulphadiazine  or  Sulphathiazole  for  any  infec- 
tions other  than  those  of  a mild  nature. 


The  amount  of  Sulphonamide  given  in  twenty-four  hours  varies 
approximately  with  a scale  depending  on  age  and  body  weight 
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« 

and  is  between  two  and  eight  grammes,  which  dosage  would  be 
given  to  a baby  of  six  months  and  an  adult  respectively. 

If  employed  at  all  the  drug  must  be  given  in  adequate  quan- 
tity and  it  is  usually  maintained  lor  a period  of  five  days.

As  for  Scarlet  Fever,  the  number  of  verified  cases  discharged 
was  almost  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  noteworthy 
that  the  reduced  incidence  of  the  disease  has  been  maintained  in 
all  districts.  Moreover,  the  infection  has  undoubtedly  been  milder 
and  only  five  cases  exhibited  any  degree  of  severity. 

One  death  from  Laryngeal  Diphtheria  occurred  in  a child  of 
two  years  who  had  been  reported  on  as  having  been  immunised 
one  year  before.  A tracheotomy  was  performed  but  a Post  Mortem 
showed  the  presence  of  membrane  below  the  artificial  airway  and 
the  child  died  forty-eight  hours  after  the  operation. 

Deaths  in  the  immunised  are  extremely  rare,  and  of  the  re- 
maining cases,  the  majority — fifteen  including  the  five  severest — 
were  in  the  non-immunised  group. 

Treatment  with  Anti-Diphtheric  sera  given  intramuscularly  or 
intravenously  with  glucose,  together  with  one  of  the  Sulphonamides 
for  mixed  infections,  was  maintained. 

The  Epsom  Public  Health  Laboratory  has  been  responsible 
for  “typing”  the  causal  organisms  and  the  following  groups  were 
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identified  for  the  year  : —

In  the  five  severe  infections  classified  as  Naso  Pharyngeal 
Diphtheria,  two  were  in  the  Intermedins  group,  two  in  the  Gravis 
and  one  was  reported  on  as  bacteriologically  negative. 

The  Gravis  strain  of  organism  was  originally  regarded  by 
reason  of  its  association  with  the  majority  of  severe  cases  as  being 
the  most  virulent  but  in  recent  years  Intermedins  and  Mitis  have 
been  increasingly  prevalent  and  it  is  now  recognised  that  there  is 
a marked  variance  both  according  to  season  and  locality.  In  gen- 
eral Gravis  infections  appear  to  be  more  frequent  in  the  North  of 
England  than  in  the  South.  The  experience  of  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratories  throughout  the  country  for  the  year 
1944  may  be  quoted  as  showing  the  following  distribution  :■ —

It  cannot  be  over  emphasized,  however,  that  in  the  absence 
of  clinical  signs,  and  indeed  in  many  suspicious  throats,  the  final 
test  for  whether  an  organism  merely  resembles  the  Diphtheria 
Bacillus  or  is  in  fact  a lethal  germ  depends  on  a virulence  test.  By 
this  we  mean  that  an  animal  susceptible  to  Diphtheria  and  usually 
a Guinea  Pig  is  used  and  the  end  point,  death  within  a certain 
number  of  hours,  or  life,  is  proof  positive  of  the  disease  producing 
qualities  or  otherwise  of  the  organism  in  question.  In  other  words, 
the  association  between  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  and  Hospi- 
tal must  be  as  complete  as  possible.  Ihe  manner  in  which  the 
swab  is  taken  usually  from  the  nose  or  throat  is  again  as  equally 
important  as  the  rapidity  and  way  in  which  it  is  conveyed  to  its 
media  for  growth. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

Thirteen  cases  during  the  year  were  admitted  with  this  diag- 
nosis, which  was  not  confirmed  in  nine  instances. 

In  the  four  verified  cases  two  deaths  occurred  in  children  aged 
eight  months  and  seven  years.  I hese  were  both  late  admissions 
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and  brought  to  Hosj^ital  on  the  seventh  and  sixteenth  day  of  illness 
respectively  when  death  was  due  to  Posterior  Basic  Meningitis. 

The  need  for  early  hospitalisation  of  all  suspected  cases  is 
clearly  indicated  as  the  chances  of  recovery  are  proportional  to 
the  stage  in  the  disease  at  which  the  patient  receives  one  of  the 
Sulphonamide  drugs  in  adequate  dosage  and  Sulphadiazine  or 
Sulphathiazole  are  now  those  of  choice. 

In  the  nine  cases  in  which  the  diagnosis  was  altered  after 
admission,  there  were  two  deaths  from  'i'uberculous  Meningitis  and 
Subarachnoid  Haemorrhage,  in  ages  three  and  thirty-eight  years 
respectively. 

One  other  case  of  interest  subsequently  discharged,  proved  to 
bo  Subarachnoid  Haemorrhage  in  a patient  aged  thirty  years. 


Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  live  admissions  during  the  year  with  this  diagnosis, 
which  was  not  confirmed  in  two  instances. 

Of  the  three  cases,  which  occurred  in  children  and  were  mild, 
the  lower  limbs  were  involved  in  two  patients  and  in  one  the 
paralysis  was  confined  to  the  shoulder  girdle.  These  were  later 
transferred  to  St.  Nicholas  Hospital,  Pyrford,  for  orthopaedic 
treatment. 


Enteric  Fever. 

'I'wo  cases  were  admitted  with  this  diagnosis,  which  was  not 
confirmed  in  one  instance. 

One  verified  case  in  a man  of  seventy-one  years  proved  to  bo 
Typhoid  Fever  and  after  a very  severe  infection  he  was  discharged 
in  ten  weeks. 


Gastro-Enteritis  and  Dysentery. 

Thirty-five  admissions  were  made  with  a diagnosis  of  Dysen- 
tery, but  seven  of  these  proved  to  be  Gastro-enteritis  from  which 
no  causal  organisms  were  isolated.  The  remaining  twenty-eight 
cases  were  of  Sonne  Dysentery  and  in  this  group  there  was  one 
death  in  a child  aged  seven  years. 
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While  most  of  the  Sonne  bacillary  infections  were  mild  three 
of  the  cases  were  extremely  ill,  with  approximately  the  same  num- 
ber in  the  Gastro-enteritis  group. 

The  majority  of  the  admissions  were  in  children  under  three 
years  of  age  and  of  these  a high  proportion  were  below  twelve 
months. 

The  problem  of  dehydration  is  a difficult  one,  but  in  several 
instances  a transfusion  of  saline  and  glucose  into  the  bone  marrow 
of  the  tibia  proved  to  be  a useful  way  of  making  good  fluid  loss, 
for  especially  during  the  initial  period  of  forty-eight  hours  or  even 
longer. 

Of  the  many  drugs,  generally  of  the  Sulphonamide  group,  used 
in  the  treatment  of  Sonne  Dysentery,  Succinylsulphathiazole  would 
seem  to  be  the  most  effective  and  especially  in  the  early  stages  of 
the  illness. 


Measles. 

Twenty-two  cases  were  admitted  with  this  diagnosis,  but  six 
proved  to  be  German  Measles. 

1 wo  verihed  cases  were  also  suffering  concurrently  from  Mumps 
and  Whooping  Cough  respectively. 

Five  cases  were  complicated  by  Broncho  Pneumonia. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Complications,  other  than  Broncho  Pneumonia,  were  mild  as 
seen  by  one  of  Otorrhoea  and  a parotid  abcess.  Although  the 
Sulphonamides,  usually  Sulphathiazole  or  Sulphadiazine,  were 
given  in  many  cases  it  is  felt  this  low  rate  is  attributable  to  cubicle 
isolation. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Twenty -nine  cases  were  admitted  with  this  diagnosis,  which 
was  not  confirmed  in  three  instances. 

Ten  of  the  cases  were  also  suffering  from  Broncho  Pneumonia 
and  in  this  group  one  death  occurred  in  a baby  aged  one  month. 
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Two  cases  admitted  were  also  incubating  German  Measles  and 
Chicken  Pox  respectively  and  one  case  of  cross  infection  occurred 
with  Chicken  Pox. 

The  Sulphonamides  are  again  thought  to  be  of  value  in  cases 
of  pulmonary  complication  and  when  used  prophylactically.  It  is 
felt  that  the  almost  complete  absence  of  complications  after  admis- 
sion is  again  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  cubicle  isolation  is  employed 
in  practically  every  case. 

The  use  of  a media  containing  Penicillin  for  cultivating  the 
organism  B. Pertussis,  usually  associated  with  all  true  cases,  has 
on  occasion  been  employed  with  advantage  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis 
during  the  early  stage  of  the  disease  and  to  indicate  in  some  measure 
treedom  from  infectivity  before  discharge.  Not  infrequently  an 
occasional  spasmodic  cough  persists  in  a child  otherwise  clinically 
well  and  this  may  be  unassociated  with  any  actual  degree  of  con- 
tagion. 


Erysipelas. 

Twelve  cases  were  admitted  with  this  disease,  which  was  not 
conhrmed  in  one  instance. 

Eleven  adults  were  discharged  after  infections  which  affected 
the  face  in  seven  instances  and  the  lower  limbs  in  four. 

Routine  systemic  treatment  is  by  Sulphathiazole  or  Sulpha- 
diazine. 

No  complications  were  seen  and  there  were  no  deaths. 


German  Measles. 

Six  admissions  and  discharges  were  made  from  this  complaint, 
one  case  suffering  from  a concurrent  infection  of  Whooping  Cough. 


Tonsillitis. 

Four  cases  of  a severe  streptococcal  infection  of  the  throat 
were  admitted  and  discharged.  In  one  instance  infective  hepatitis 
was  also  present. 
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Chicken  Pox. 

Thirty-two  admissions  were  made  for  this  disease,  which  was 
not  confirmed  in  three  instances. 

In  two  cases  intercurrent  infections  of  Mumps  and  Lobar 
Pneumonia  respectively  were  present. 

Two  examples  of  a very  severe  form  of  Chicken  Pox  were  seen 
in  debilitated  children  and  for  these  and  other  moderately  severe 
cases  the  Sulphonamides  were  felt  to  be  of  value  in  reducing  the 
degree  of  pustulation. 

One  death  occurred  in  a case  not  confirmed  as  Chicken  Pox 
and  was  due  to  Staphylococcal  Septicaemia.  Penicillin  could  not 
be  obtained  at  this  period  of  the  year  for  civilian  uses.

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Penicillin. 

In  Penicillin,  which  became  available  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  one  has  a drug  of  the  greatest  value  in  certain  conditions 
which  frequently  gain  access  to  Isolation  Hospitals  and  for  infec- 
tious diseases  hitherto  very  resistant  to  any  other  forms  of  therapy. 
Such  illnesses  are  the  Septicaemias,  caused  by  the  Staphylococcus 
or  Streptococcus.  Meningitis,  which  again  may  be  caused  by  these 
organisms,  or  more  commonly  the  Meningococcus  or  Pneu- 
mococcus. Diphtheria  and  the  complications  met  with  in  Scarlet 
Fever,  Erysipelas,  and  probably  the  pulmonary  complications  of 
Whooping  Cough  and  Measles.  These  infections,  which  represent 
perhaps  the  majority  likely  to  be  seen  in  this  Hospital,  and  in 
which  Penicillin  is  of  value,  are  caused  by  organisms  susceptible 
in  a high  degree  to  this  drug.  Its  effective  administration  at  the 
moment  is  no  simple  task  as  the  available  product  largely  consists 
of  impurity  and  is  mostly  destroyed  by  the  stomach  digestive  juices 
so  that  it  cannot  economically  be  given  by  mouth. 

So  far  it  has  been  employed  both  localty  in  the  form  of 
solution  or  paste,  and  systemically,  that  is  to  say  by  hypodermic 
injection  given  at  frequent  intervals  to  preserve  a therapeutic  con- 
centration in  the  blood  stream.  Intrathecal  injections  into  the 
' 

spinal  fluid  have  also  been  given  and  are  indicated  in  cases  of 
Meningitis.  Such  methods  call  for  the  closest  association  with  the 
laboratory,  both  for  the  purpose  of  estimating  the  degree  of  sensi- 
tivity or  otherwise  of  the  infecting  organisms  to  Penicillin  and  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  represents  an  effective  dose  with 
the  minimum  of  discomfort  to  the  patient. 

The  technique  of  using  Penicillin  either  for  local  or  general 
treatment  is  of  importance  because  of  its  instability  to  temperature, 
to  certain  antiseptics  and  various  forms  of  bacterial  growth. 
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
